Registration of Temperature. 


Of the many applications of electricity to 


the registration of temperature, one of the 
most ingenious Is that proposed for use in 
hospitals, whereby the temperature of the 
patient can be constantly brought to the 
cognizance of the attendant or physician. 
It is well known that in certain diseases, 
especially in rheumatic fever, the discovery 
of a sudden increase of temperature is of 
tlie utmost importance. 
To record this it 


is only necessary to fix a bulb under the 
arm of the patient, aud the sudden increase 
in the body heat will be announced at once 
by the ringing of a bell. 


If this application, be further developed, 


it seems probable that every patient in the 
ward will wear the apparatus faste/.ed un- 
der the armpits, each bulb being connected 
with the number indicated to the house 
surgeon room, so that the dresser or house 
physician will only have to lift up his eyes 
and read on the indicator that No 8 or 4 in 
such and such award has developed an 
alarming degree of temperature.

Mr. Dufour's experiment", 
however, nave not confirmed this ex- 
planation, but have led him to adopt 
the theory of Arago, who saw in the 
twinkling the consequence of the prin- 
ciple.of interferences. In his opinion, 
the rays of light which form the scin- 
tillations are produced by the rapid 
variation in the strata of the atmos- 
phere. This theory of the interposition 
of the atmosphere explains why a star, 
which, like Sirius, is white, should 
emit rays colored like a rainbow, and 
why in the rays of Aldebaran, a red 
star, the predominant color shoulj be 
also red. 
The atmosphere, of course, 


acts like a prism.

HOWBBODIEJUMTEP. 


THE BRIDGE JUMPER TELLS OF HIS 


FEEUNQS WHEN HE LEAPED. 


* 
A Drop Prom the Brooklyn Brldre Be- 


•erllMd by On« of U» Men Who Wan 
Among the Vint Few to Hazard Death 
For Fame In Such a Remarkable Way. 
Steve Brodie mnde tbe leap from the 


Brooklyn bridge on July 33,1880, and Lar- 
ry Donovan ou Dec. 28 ot tbe game year, 
and both leaped into fortune at a bound so 
to speak. Poor Donovan, ivho was a print- 
er and a good one, was killed ths follow- 
!HK year In jumping from Bungerford 
bridge, London. 


Tbe account* of their sensations while 


ji.akinK the fearful leap, an told by Brodie 
and Donovan, aro decidedly interesting. 
Brodte'n yarn runs something like this; 


"Ye .jce, I wan only a miserable boot- 


black, sluvln away poliahin up bidden' 
shoes nnd not gettln rich at it by a long 
•hot. When I got to be 22 years old, I said 
to myself: 'Steve, old fel, if ye're goin to 
get up in tbe world and make a hit, ye 
must get a large move on. Do somep'n to 
attract attention — somep'u that'll put 
money into your pocket.' 


"I looked about for a longtime for a 


chance to get a foothold somewhere. I 
thought of goin on the variety stage as a 
jlK dancer and learnt a Idt of new stops. I 
used to have my Htampin ground down ot 
the entrance to the big bridge, and me and 
the other bootblacks used often to talk 
about poor Odium's jump. 


"We argued that Odium hadn't known 


how to hold himself while makin tbe Jump. 
I said I thought If a feller put soma 
weights on his shoes to make him strike 
the water feet first he could make it all 
right. Thon somebody said if he did that 
he'd sink when he struck water. Ibadn't 
thought of that, but lay awake purty near 
all that night thinkin over the bridge, and 
I made up my mind to try the Jump wid- 
out weights or anything but my regular 
clothes. If I was killed, all right; that 
would be tbe end of me, and I wouldn't 
have to polish any more. If I made the 
jump widout killin myself or hurting my- 
self badly, then I knew I could get a big 
salary from some museum. 


"I determined to make tbe jump right 


away. The next day I spent in plannin 
how I would do it. That night I went to 
bed early so as to got a good sleep in order 
to be strong for the next day and have all 
tny wits with me. I didn't seem to f eol at all 
scared. I had nerved myself to expect 
death and oaine to the conclusion that I 
might jwtt an well be dead as to cut no fig- 
ure in the world. I got up early tho next 
day and dressed myself in a flannel shirt, 
trousers held up by a leather belt and a 
pair of thick soled shoes. Then I walked 
down to the bridge. I got a sort of a nerv- 
ous chill and shook like OH if I hod thcr.Ku',. 


"I had IP* ttmr of n,y u<,0tblack friend, 


into my secret, and they was waitin down 
on the river front in a big rowboat. I wen 
down and told them I was ready to make 
the jump, and they rowed out to the 
middle c f the big span, where I told them'. 
WES gofn to jump fiom. 


"I hung around tbe New York entrance 


to the bridge nutil a truck came along am 
asked the chap drivin if he'd take me 
across. He told me to jump on. My heart 
was bentiq so I could hardly breathe. My 
legs seemed to give way, but I managed to 
climb on the truck. I sat on the tail one 
with my legs hangin over. The driver 
did'nt turn round to look at me. 


"I said to myself that I must brace np— 


that I needed all my courage and strength 
to make the jump, and somehow I no long- 
er felt scared a bit. Tbe water didn't 
«eem to all flred far down, and I said to rny- 
•elf: 'Steve, this is dead easy. You've got a 
cinch. You'll make the jump all right, 
and then your name won't be mud any 
longer.' 


"A» soon an tbe truck reached the middle 


of the bridge I slipped off and quick as a 
•wink climbed up ou the outer rail. I felt 
•trong as a bull, and my legs seemed 
stronger'n I ever felt them before. My 
Land didn't shake a bit. 


"I stood up on the rail and looked down. 
I had to wait a minute for a tug to get 
»way from underneath. A bridge copper 
and a lot of people on the footpath saw me 
»nd began yelling and ran toward where I 


' 'I stood up straight as I could and looked 


up and down to sea that no boat was comln 
under where I was. Then I put my hands 
close down by my sides and jumped, just as 
if I was jumping from a height of six feet. 


"Tho sky, water, the big buildings of 


New York and Brooklyn, the network of 
cables and Iron beams of the big bridge all 
teemed In a whirl. All my life seemed to 
whinr through my brain like lightnin. It 
seemed as though everything I had ever 
done jumped up Into my mind in the in- 
«tant it took me to reach the water. 


"But it didn't seem au instant that I 


was fallln. 
It seemed an hour—several 
hours. 


"Suddenly I felt a shock that nearly 


broke my backbone. It seemed as if I had 
•track a stone wall. My ankles seemed 
broke off short. The soles of my feet tin- 
gled and burned like flre. 


"Then I didn't have time to think of any- 


thing, for I seemed shootin down to the 
Tery bottom of the river. The water was 
«31 black, I went so far down. It seemed 
like I had nhot down a mile into the water. 


•"I had the breath all knocked out of me 


•nd had just sense enough left to swim aw- 
ful hard to reach tlio air on top of the wa- 
ter, and I tried to swim and begt,n to kick 
as hard as 1 could. I swum and swum, un- 
ti> I could not remember anything, but 
juat sort of went off into a sleep, like as if I 
was la bed, and funny enough I didn't care 
any more whether I come up out of the wa- 
ter or not. 


"I didn't know nothin more until I found 


myself in the bottom oi a boat, which was 
the boat my friends had rowed out after 
me In. 


"I was bleedin from my nose, and every 


bone in my body seemed broke. 
I felt too 


weak to move'u open my eyes. I wouldn't 
hav«i tried to move if an elephant was fall- 
in on me. 


"I was arrested as soon as I got on shore 


but I didn't care for that nor for anythint 
etae. I felt as if I was dead. 
The police 


didn't do notbln to me, and I found that ; 
had suddenly become an object of greai 
curiosity, and the offers from the museum 
managers came thick and fast 
i "But, sty, I wouldn't jump off the bridge 
again to save my life. No, sir. I tell you 
auyuouy uutii nas none re once will never 
do it again It's just somethin awful." 


John G. Haggerty, the other young man 


who made the jump to gain fame and sur- 
vived, was far mors noncommittal in re- 
gard to his sensations than Steve. He af- 
fwted to make light of the leap and said 
anybody with "sand" could do it success- 
fully. He U a hero in Cherry hill now. He 
admit* that ha does not care to make the 
leap again, however.—New York Recorder.

A New Inoculation. 


A remarkable discovery hag been made 


by Professor Emmerich. He finds that the 
blood of an animal which has recovered 
from an infectious disease can cure an- 
other aninml suffering from the same 
disease, and the discovery is likely to 
prove of the greatest importance. At a 
meeting of the Berlin Physiological society 
some statements were made regarding the 
actual experience of those who had fol- 
lowed out Professor Emmerich's idea ex- 
perimentally that were strongly confirma- 
tory of their soundness. Mice had been in- 
oculated by the serum or watery portion of 
a horse's blood, the horso having already 
been cured of the disease. The result was 
that the mice, which had been previously 
inoculated with the bacilli of lockjaw, did 
not die when subjected to the treatment, 
while those left to themselves perished.—
